Negro teachers are concen- 
trated in predominately Negro 
schools in Oakland, the Equal 
Educational Opportunities Com- 
mittee said in its first report to 
the Board of Education this 
week. 


The citizens’ committee, which 
includes labor representation, 
submitted statistics to back up 
its position. 

And the most disturbing sta- 
tistics duplicated those in a re- 
port by the Central Labor Coun- 
cil’s Civil Rights Committee. 
HALF FACULTIES ALL-WHITE 

In 1963, the committee said, 
there were 310 Negro teachers 
in Oakland, out of a total of| 
2,264 or about 13.7 per cent. 

On the elementary level, 
half of the schools | 
Negro teachers, Ninety-one per) 
cent of the Negro elementary 
teachers were assigned to pre-

In junior high schools, 71.8 
per cent of the Negro teachers |

There were 
45 Negro high school teachers in | 
Oakland. Sixteen were assigned | 
to a single predominantly Negro 
high school.

This iis found to be a com- 
mon cause of cash shortages. An 
employee . becomés ‘involved in; 
several things at once, such as 
leaving the ‘wire-to wait on the 
counter, then leaving the coun- 
ter to answer the telephone. 

When.this employee hurriedly 
returns:to the ‘customer at the 
counter, errors-are apt to occur 
in handling ‘money - because of | 
the tension brought on by being 
involved in several things at 
once and trying to catch up with 
the work. . 

The company :keeps a record 
of every petty cash shortage for 
each employee from the time of 
hiring. No mention. is made in 
the company’s record, however, 


as to short force conditions, ex- 
traordinarily heavy’ business or 
any other extenuating circum- 
stances. 


The company sometimes 
makes employees pay cash 
Shortages caused by the com- 
pany’s failure to adequately 
staff an office, which: is indeed 
an unreasonable policy. 


In view of this situation, the 
union fitids “it advisable. to re- 
mind you ‘to work according to 
your own individual ability to 
perform work accurately, as 
provided in Article 48 of the con- 
tract. This means you should 
work comfortably, concentrating 
on one thing at a time. This will 
result in. more accurate work 
and fewer cash shortages,

make you speed-up, or tries to 
hold you responsible for delays 
brought about by an inadequate 
force, get in touch with the 
union.

Are unions getting soft? 
Civil rights is acid test 


The labor movement is getting the acid test. 


We're glad that our unions in Alameda County are passing 
it with flying colors. 

Unions are accused of getting soft. This is the main theme 
of the so-called labor experts — the professors, the fired union 
officials who haven't had anything to do with the labor move- 
ment for 25 years, and the friends of management who say it 
because they wish it were so. 


These guys say the fighting spirit of unions is largely gone. 
Well, it ain't necessarily so! 


After some groping around on the subject, we've decided 
that some parts of the labor movement are really soft. Some 
are in between. And some are still on the front line in the con- 
tinuing fight for a better America. 


The acid test, in our opinion, is the current fight for equal 
rights for Negroes. This is very much like organized labor's 
fight for its rights in the '30s, a fight for justice for the down- 
trodden. 

Some unions have dragged their feet because their own 
houses aren't in order. 

Others have their hearts in the right place but prefer lobby- 
ing and pious public statements to vigorous action and leader- 
ship. Many of the criticisms against the majority of the AFL- 
CIO high command are based on this tendency. 


The Alameda County Central Labor Council is doing more 
than just talking. We adopted an action program to wipe out 
the blight of discrimination in our own county. Now we are 
carrying it out. 

Our Central Labor Council representatives have been trying 
to get the Board of Supervisors to appoint a Human Rights 
Commission that will do something meaningful to end the in- 
justices against our spiritual brothers and sisters among the 
racial minorities. Now the council's delegates have unanimously 
adopted a series of practical goals involving specific steps by 
various state agencies to help reduce job discrimination. We 
won't rest until these are put into effect. 

We're not bragging, you understand. You don’t brag about 
trying to fulfill a moral obligation. 

But we do want everyone to know that the Alameda County 
labor movement hasn't gotten soft. 


Weekend patrols 


Weekend patrols are cracking down on contract cheaters 
in the area of Hayward Carpenters 1622. And the District 
Council of Carpenters has opposed overtime permits for dry- 
wall work because there were too many people doing Saturday 
and Sunday work for straight time. 

This development followed by a short period the announce- 
ment that similar weekend patrols were being launched by 
building tradesmen across the Bay in San Francisco. 

We don't wish to get dragged into the argument over 
whether a business agent’s time is his own on weekends, but 
we're glad somebody's cracking down on cheaters. 

The building and construction trades, especially in California, 
are among the strongest ‘parts of the labor movement because 
of a high degree of organization, militancy and a no-nonsense 
policy toward contract violators — members and employers, 
alike.

on Equal Employment Oppertu-| 
nity (PCEEO) made a study of! 
employment in the 65 companies 
participating in the “Plans for 
Progress” program. These com-, 
panies had a total employment 
of 2.5 million in a cross section 
of the nation’s industries. The 
survey found that of the total) 
number of craftsmen employed 
by these companies, only 12,110 
or 2.6 per cent were non-whites. | 

@ The Department of Labor in 
June, 1963, made a similar sur- 
vey on federal construction jobs 
in 47 selected cities. It showed a 
ratio of 5.3 per cent of Negro 
journeymen and apprentices to 
total journeymen and appren- 
tices employed. The survey 
showed Negro employment on 
these jobs, including lesser 
skilled labor, came to 17 per cent 
of the total, 
OTHER INDUSTRIES HIT 

These figures don’t tell the 
whole story. There are some 
other interesting data in con- 
nection with them. For example, 
the PCEEO study included giant 
automobile and aircraft com- 
panies, telephone companies and 
leading electrical manufacturing 
companies. 


These industries have blatant- 
ly advertised their non-discrimi-_ 
natory policies with regard to, 
hiring and employment. Yet, 
the record clearly shows that the, 
building trades offer employ-! 
ment opportunities to a much 
higher percentage of Negro 
craftsmen. | 

How about the government 
service itself? 

The memo of the building 
trades delegation made a simple 
comparison. It said the average 
hourly rate of a union electrician 
is $4.42, which amounts to ap- 
proximately $175 a week, with- 
out overtime. Reference to 
PCEEO statistics shows that 
classified civil employees of the 
federal government in that in- 
come bracket had a ratio of 0.8

“A program designed to open 
up jobs for Negroes at the ex- 
pense of whites is no program 
at all. What we need is jobs for 
all who want and need them, 

“Some Negro spokesmen call 
for ‘super-seniority and superior 
hiring prefernce for Negroes.’ I 
understand the feelings that 
lead to these demands. They 
stem from a century of frustra-| 
tion. But, as a trade unionist, I 
cannot accept them. 

“First of all, super-seniority 
would throw into the street 
white workers who were in no 
way responsible for the previous 
discrimination against Negroes. 
It seems to me that our com- 
mon goal is justice, not ven- 
geance. 

“Second, the demand for spe-| 
cial treatment of Negroes, at any 
level, misses the point. There is| 
not much future in a program | 
for sharing misery. The road! 
ahead must be broad enough for | 
all, not a bottleneck through | 
which we squeeze people of one! 
kind or another, leaving some | 
of every kind looking in from 
the outside. In short, the ony 


real remedy is jobs for all.”
